Notifiable  Infectious  Diseases  - There  were  no  cases  of  Measles  (excluding  Rubella), 
whooping  cough.  Dysentery,  Scarlet  fever,  Diptheria,  Acute  Meningitis,  Acute 
Polimyelitis,  Acute  Encephalitis,  Leptospirosis,  Paratyphoid  Fever,  Typhoid  Fever 
Food  Poisoning,  Malaris,  Smallpox,  Anthrax,  Ophthalmia  Neonatorum,  Yellow  Fever, 
Tetanus,  Infective  Jaundice,  Tuberculosis. 

Disinfestation  - One  old  private  dwelling  was  disinfested. 

The  Public  Health  (Leprosy)  Regulations  1966  - No  action  needed. 

Mental  Health  Services  - Administered  by  the  Radnorshire  County  Council, 

Home  Health  Services  and  Old  People  * s Welfare  - No  change. 


Hospital  - The  Secretairr  of  State  agreed  to  retain  the  hospital  with  13  geriatric 
beds  and  5 general  practitioner  medical  beds. 
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Water  Supply  - The  water  supply  authority  is  the  Radnorshire  and  North  Breconshire 
V/ater  Board,  The  water  supply  of  the  area  and  of  its  sexreral  parts  was  generally 
satisfactory  in  ouality  and  quantity,  and  the  imposition  of  restrictions  to 
consumption  was  not  necessary.  No  action  was  necessary  in  respect  of  any  form  of 
contamination.  8O3  houses  and  other  premises  with  dv/elling  accommodation  (estimated 
population  2,035)  were  supplied  direct  from  water  mains,  the  remaining  21  houses 
(estimated  popxilation  55)  have  private  supplies.  The  supply  from  the  Birmingham 
Aqueduct  is  fluoridated  at  source,  but  local  supplies  are  not  fluoridated.  No 
action  was  taken  by  the  Council  on  the  fluoridation  of  water  supplies.  The  investi- 
gation of  water  supplies  in  Pilleth  Volley  were  proceeding.  Weekly  samples  of 
the  public  water  supply  were  taken  by  the  Water  Board  and  were  satisfactory.  These 
samples  showed  the  v?ater  to  be  nonplumbo solvent  and  samples  from  dX'Tellings  contained 
no  lead  content. 

Sewage  - Normally  the  crude  sewage  is  a little  above  average  strength  but  during 
washing  of  the  Livestock  Market  it  is  stronger.  The  pre- treatment  plant  was  put 
into  service  at  the  Knacker's  Yard  with  the  effluent  discharging  into  the  public 
sewer,  A section  of  the  public  sewer  in  George  Rood  was  enlarged  to  accommodate 
development.  The  sewerage  in  Bowling  Green  Lone  was  altered  so  that  sewage  and 
most  surface  water,  together  and  separately,  cannot  flow  othervrise  than  directly 
to  the  sewage  works,. 

Knacker's  Yard  - The  management  was  satisfactory  from  the  public  health  aspect. 

There  was  no  fly  nuisance.  The  new  sewage  plant  was  well  maintained. 

Refuse  Removal  - Collection  and  disposal  - No  change.  The  municipal  dump  reduces 
the  risk  of  hazardous  wastes  being  deposited  on  the  open  ground.  Stops  were  token 
to  deal  safely  with  possible  cyanide  wastes,  the  chief  concern  being  that  such 
wastes  should  be  rendered  nontoxic  by  specialists  in  this  field.  It  was  necessary 
to  ensure  that  drums  which  had  contained  highly  inflammable  mixtures  were  received 
in  a completely  empty  condition  and  with  the  screw  caps  removed.  The  bed  of  the 
stream  skirting  the  municipal  dump  ^7as  diverted. 

The  unofficial  tipping  site  at  Dark  Lone  was  cleared,  levelled  and  covered. 

Civic  Amenities  Act.  1967  - The  municipal  dimnp  was  increasingly  used  to  receive 
abandoned  vehicles  and  rubbish  from  business  and  other  oremises,

Transport  - A bus  stop  was  provided,  but  no  change  otherwise. 

Street  Lighting  - No  material  change. 

Highways  Act^  1959  (S.AO)  - No  action  was  necessary. 

Road  Safety  - Roads  Division  Circular  No.  19/69  - Due  to  lack  of  funds  little 
progress  was  made  in  road  safety  measures  in  Farrington  Lane  but  the  Couincil's 
determined  efforts  to  obtain  the  necessary  funds  from  the  County  Council  are 
gratefying  and  will,  no  doubt,  result  in  the  completion  of  the  scheme  in  1973. 

A children's  warning  sign  was  placed  in  Mill  Green  Road  and  a handrail  in  Broad 
Street.  A safety  footpath  to  the  childrens  playfield  vas  provided. 

New  Dwellings  - The 

mmiber  of  private  houses,  maisonettes  and  flats  increased  by  67.  The  first  phase 
comprising  27  dwellings  on  the  Laurels  Site  has  been  oompleted. 

Industrial  Development  - An  extension  to  Motorway  Remoiilds  Factory  v?as  completed. 

The  Council  expressed  to  the  Secretary  of  State  their  concern  that  the  Severn 
River  Authority  had  been  unable  to  agree  to  'main' 'the  River  Teme  to  enable  about 
30  acres  of  land  to  be  possibly  available  for  industrial  development. 

Hospital  - No  change. 

Health  Department.  Hospital  and  Family  Doctor  Services  - Co-ordination  and  co- 
operation  of  the  Radnorshire  County  Council's  Health  Department  services  with 
the  Hospital  and  family  doctor  services,  including  attachment  or  liason  schemes 
between  the  Health  Departments  staff  and  family  doctors  — Medical  inspections 
of  school  children  are  carried  out  for  the  principal  School  Medical  Officer. 
Accidental  hjrpo therm ia (Welsh  Office  Circular  117/70)  - No  change. 
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Notification  to  Medical  Officers  of  Health  of  Congenital  Defects  Apparent  at  Birth  - 
None, 

Health  Education  Activities  - Are  carried  out  by  Radnorshire  County  Council  Health 
Department. 

Cemetery  - A cremation  strip  vjns  provided. 

Common  Lodging  Houses  - None. 

Piiblio  Conveniences  - New  toilets  for  both  sexes  were  provided  in  Bowling  Green 
Lane  and  new  toilets  for  males  in  Market  Street, 

Schools  - A 40  unit  nursery  class  unit  was  provided. 

Housing  Improvement  Grants  - 14  discretionary  and  2 standard  building  grants  were 
made. 

Home  Office  Circular  No.  48/72  - Safety  in  Fairgrounds  - All  the  recommendations 
were  followed  in  co-operation  with  the  Chief  Fire  Officer. 

The  Offices.  Shops  and  Railway  Premises  Act.  1963  - The  number  of  registered 
premises  at  the  end  of  this  year  were  10  offices  18  retail  shops  and  3 catering 
establishments  open  to  the  public  and  canteens.  26  registered  premises  received 
one  or  more  general  inspections.  Improved  sanitary  accommodation  and  vmishing 
facilities  were  provided  at  three  premises. 

Food  Hygiene  (General)  Regulations  I960  and  1970  - The  food  premises  subject  to 
those  regulations  comprise  4 canteens  and  snack  bars,  3 restaurants,  4 confectionary, 
5 grocery,  1 hospital,  4 butchers/  shops  and  6 licenced  premises.  All  those 
premises  comjiLy  \/ith  regulation  I6  requiring  wash  hand  basins  to  be  provided  and 
with  regulation  19  requiring  facilities  for  washing  food  and  equipment. 

Ice-Cream  (Heat  Treatment  etc.)  Regulations.  1969  - No  contraventions. 

Meat  Inspection  - No  slaughterhouses.  Meat  inspection  at  butchers'  shops  carried 
out.  Refrigerators  properly  maintained  and  used.  Compliance  with  the  Code  of 
Practice  for  the  meat  trades  (Part  I hygiene  in  the  retail  meat  trades,  including 
cold  cooked  meats  and  meat  delicatessen;  Part  II- hygiene  in  the  transport  and 
handling  of  meat  and  meat  products)  was  generally  observed. 

Food  Surrendered  or  Condemned  - 363  lb.  fish,  235  items  of  frozen  foods. 

The  LioirLd  Egg  (Pasteurisation)  Regulations.  1959  - There  are  no  egg  pasteurisation 
plants  in  the  district.  No  sample  of  liquid  egg  was  submitted  to  the  Alpha-Amylases 
test. 

The  Lato  Night  Refreshment  Houses  Act.  1969  - Administered  by  the  Radnorshire  County 
Council. 

The  Consumer  Protection  Act.  1961  - The  Toys  (Safety)  Regulations  1967  - The  Oil 
Heating  Regulations,  1962,  The  Electric  Blankets  (Safety)  Regulations  1971  - and 
the  cooking  utensils  (Safety)  Regulations  1972  - Enforceable  by  the  County  Council, 

The  Rag  Flock  and  other  Filling  ^fcterials  Act.  1951  - There  is  no  registered  premises 
to  which  this  act,  orders  and  regulations  relate,  the  only  activities  being 
reconditioning  of  upholstery,

The  Slaughter  of  Poultry  Act.  1967  - There  ore  no  poultry  processing  or  stunning 
premises  within  the  district.  Poultry  is  sold  from  6 shops. 

The  Agricultural  (Safety  Health  and  V/elfare  Provisions)  Act.  1956  - Sanitary 
conveniences  on  farms  - No  action  was  needed. 

The  Construction  (Health  and  Welfare)  Regulations.  1966  — No  action  was  required* 

All  scaffolding  was  inspected  but  no  action  was  required. 
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I Alkali  etc.  Works  Regulations  Act.  1906  - Metal  Recovery  Works  - No  action  needed 
I to  prevent  air  pollution  hazard.

j Petroleum  (Consolidation)  Act.  1928  - All  premises  inspected  in  conjunction  with 
the  Fire  Officer.  It  was  necessary  to  require  compliance  with  certain  conditions 
of  licence  at  8 premises. 

Dangerous  and  Dilapidated  Structures  - Ten  dangerous  and/or  dilapidated  structures 
were  satisfactorily  repaired. 

Scrap  Metal  Dealers  Act  - No  change. 

The  Mines  and  Quarries  (Tips)  Act  1969  - The  Disused  Mine  and  Quarry  Tips 
(prescribed  Forms)  Regulations  1969  - Part  1 of  the  act  imposes  duties  on  mine 
owners  and  managers  but  does  not  place  any  responsibilities  on,  or  give  any 
powers  to,  local  authorities.  Part  II  relates  to  disused  tips  of  mine  and  quarry 
refuse  (including  settling  ponds  or  lagoons)  and  confers  functions  on  the  County 
Council  for  the  prevention  of  public  danger. 

Statutory  Nuisances  and  Public  Health  (Recurring  Nuisances)  Act  1969  - There  was 
none  (?.ue  to  dust  and  noise.  No  action  needed  to  prevent  recurrence  of  nuisances. 
Several  nuisances  from  blocked  drains  and  the  like  were  dealt  with  informally. 

The  Meat  (Sterilization)  Regulations  1969  - The  arrangements  for  sterilizing  meat 
delivered  from  the  Knacker's  Yard  to  the  Kennels  were  satisfactory. 

The  Clean  Air  Acts  1956  andll968  - Knighton  is  not  in  a smoke  controlled  area. 

It  was  not  necessary  to  reject  plans  of  buildings  or  extensions  to  buildings, 
except  residences,  shops  or  offices,  on  the  grounds  of  insufficient  height  of 
chimneys.  No  action  was  necessary  under  section  1 to  prevent  the  emission  of 
da.rk  smoke,  the  measures  taken  at  local  factories  being  very  effective.  The 
model  building  byelaw  to  section  24  end  requiring  domestic  appliances  to  be 
operable  without  smoke  has  not  been  adopted,  but  such  appliances  are  installed 
in  new  dwellings  and  as  conversions. 

The  Cinematograph  Act  1909  and  the  Cinematograph  (Safety)  Regulations  1965  - 
The  Radnorshire  Countv  Council  is  the  responsible  authority. 

Demolition  and  Closing  Orders  - None  made. 

Rodent  Control  - Service  unchanged.  No  st'itutory  notices  were  required.  Measures 
continue  to  be  effective. 

National  Health  Service  (Family  Planning)  Act.  196?  - No,  change. 

The  National  Health  Service  Act.  1946.  Section  28  - No  change. 

The  Litter  Act  1958  - The  Dangerous  Litter  Act  1971  - No  stabutory  action  needed 
for  defacement  by  litter  and  no  cases  of  litter  deposits  causing  risk  of  injury  to 
persons  or  animals  or  damage  to  property. 

The  Animc-1  Boarding  Establishment  Act  1963  - No  premises  qualify  for  registration. 

Food  Poisoning  - Including  all  salmonellae  infections  but  excluding  dysentary, 
paratyphoid  and  typhoid  - There  were  no  general  outbreaks,  family  outbreaks  or 
sporadic  cases  notified  or  ascertained. 

Gas  Supplies  - On  being  informed  that  no  major  gas  developments  could  be  entertained 
for  the  present  time,  the  Council  protested  against  this  position  and  asked  for  an 
assurance  that  existing  gas  supplies  would  be  maintained.
